ers units which approved a na-

Motors Corp. The lone dissenter 
among 31 reporting was a local 
at Baltimore, Md.. which turned 
thumbs down on the national set- 
tlement.

Vincent's Appeal" 
Argued in State's 


High Court Today 


Arguments on the appeal of 


Theodore Vincent, 4,1, who was 
sentenced here to 50 years impris- 
onment in September. 1941. for the 
murder of his wife. Lillian. May 5, 
of that year in West Brooklyn, are 
to be presented today before the 
Illinois Supreme court in Spring- 
field. 


Vincent, the plaintiff in error in 


the appeal, contends that the in- 
dictment entered here is invalid 
because of alleged irregularities in 
the recall of the grand jury, and 
technical matters of phraseology 
and procedure. He also contends 
Judge George C. Dixon's 50-year 
sentence constitutes an abuse of 
discretion. 


The brief for the state, defend- 


ant in error in the appeal, was 
filed last week by State's Attorney 
Morey C. Pires. 


Declaring that the 
judgment 


should he 
affirmed, 
the state's 


jrief says that Vincent was not 
deprived of any of the rights guar- 
anteed to him by the Constitution, 
and points out that "more than 
three and one-half months elapsed 
between the day of the crime and 
the day of his sentence, sufficient 
time for the preparation of any 
defense . . . time enough to avoid 
any mistake in public opinion or 
judicial decision".

they don't know about it." 


The present rule for visitors: No 


picture anywhere on the capitoi 
grounds or in any of the, build- 
ings 
unless 
your 
congressman 


says it's okay. 


Oddly, many congressmen don't 


know the rule exists. Lynn says 
that's because it has been on the, 
books for 30 years, anc» some of 
the newer members still haven't 
heard of it. 


There's another camera custom 


that may interest you. 


Almost every picture of the 


senate or house shows nearly all 
seats filled. 
But actually, these 


scenes are exceptions. 


Senate attendance often dwin- 


dles to a handful. And the house, 
on drowsy afternoons when busi- 
ness has been completed and the 
speech-making has started, some- 
times carries on with only three 
or four members. Once it shrank 
to one: Rep. Earl Wilson (R-lnd) 
talking to himself.

a dictator can become practically 
a favorite native son when he is 
attacked from without. 


America's indictment of Peron 


and the three-power indictment of 
Franco were justified. These men 
arp admirers of and collaborators 
with a despicable. defeatedTnemy 
and a despicable way of life which 
still flourishes. 
Their continued 


presence in power affronts not 
only their own people, but all the 
people of what we hope will be- 
come a more decent world. 


Yet when these obvious facts 


are stated bluntly, they serve to 
move many anti-totalitanans to 
rally round the dictators' stand- 
ard with shouts of "outside inter- 
ference" (in Spain) and "Yankee 
imperialism'1 (in Argentina) 


Some of the shouts may cloak a 


feeling of shame that such dicta- 
torships have been allowed to con- 
tinue, and that outsiders have felt 
called upon to protest.

ers are undoubtedly sincere.

Five times a day Awad 
halts his tasks, kneels on a clean 
piece of cardboard spread on the 
kitchen floor, turns his face to- 
ward Mecca and prays to his God 
with the fervor of his guileless 
servant soul. At night he sleeps 
on that same floor.
